Twice it served as an Army hospital—during the Revolutionary War and the 
War of 1812—and in 1781 the Virginia Militia used it as an outpost to observe the 
operations of the British Army at Yorktown and Gloucester Point just prior to the 
surrender by Cornwallis to General Washington in October of that year. 


Tastefully and authentically restored by the present owners and occupants, 
Mr. and Mrs. Theodore Pratt, formerly of Glen Cove, Long Island, the old buildings 
present a true picture of typical Virginia manor houses of two and one-half 
centuries ago. 


The extensive new wing at the left of the picture was completed in 1955. 
Architectural details of the original building were so painstakingly followed that 
the entire ensemble has the appearance of having been built from a single set of 
plans. 


OUR BULBS BLOOM 


Daffodil lovers have learned from experience that good results are obtained 
cnly from top quality bulbs purchased from reputable growers. Since the same 
amount of attention is required by inferior bulbs, obviously it is sound economy to 
pay only a few pennies more for bulbs which are warranted as to quality. 


‘ Little England bulbs are produced under growing conditions similar to those 
in-Ireland and Holland. The bulb fields are bordered on three sides hy salt water 
from which moist breezes supply an element that seems to produce larger, healthier 
bulbs. 


Every scientific care and precaution is taken in growing and shipping. Bulbs 
are not dug until after the flowers and foliage are dead; then they are cleaned 
and placed on trays in large storage houses where they are allowed to rest under 
proper atmospheric conditions for about ten weeks, When shipping begins early 
in September they are packaged in a manner to preclude any possibility of damage. 


A REWARDING HOBBY 


There are many reasons why thousands of home gardeners consider daffodils 
their favorite flowers, principal of which is their bravery. Earliest harbingers of 
Spring, year after year they bring advance notice that another Winter is ending. 


Other reasons they are preferred include—a wide choice of colors and color 
combinations, the delicate fragrance of some varieties, their long blooming pro- 
clivity, their lasting quality as cut flowers, their ability to flourish in most any 
kind of soil, their immunity from disease and attack by rodents, their reproduction 
habits (most bulbs produce another bulb each year) and the fact that new and 
interesting varieties are available annually.

8 A rather late colorful daffodil with a very full and 
substantial pure white perianth and a flared and fringed cup of lovely ver- 
milion red.

BROOKVILLE. 9 Giant flowers. It is distinguished by its tremendously heavy 
broad flat white perianth and large short completely ruffled cup of deep golden 
yellow. A magnificent new hybrid of outstanding merit. Flowers freely and 
grows ruggedly. . 

BROUGHSHANE. 10 A glorious white trumpet of perfect form and balance, 
the noble trumpet being widely flanged and refiexed and frilled. Does not 
over-balance the immense perianth, which is fully 5” in diameter the outer 
segments being 244” wide. The great flower which is of exceptional substance 
and extremely durable, is carried on a strong stem well over 2 ft. high while 
the foliage measures as much as 1%” in breadth. 

BRUNSWICK. 5 A very beautiful first early flower; very tall of perfect form 
and fine substance, with broad flat white perianth and a finely-formed well- 
balanced crown that is a most attractive shade of very cool clear pale greeny 
lemon, shading to white at the base. Lasting flower. 

BRYHER. 6 A wonderful silver coin seeding with very large broad rounded 
white perianth of lovely quality and a small white eye with a green center 
Tall vigorous plant. 

BUFF BEAUTY. 10 A late daffodil with substantial, star shaped white per- 
ianth. The cup is evenly tapered, opens buff-yellow and then turns into a lovely 
buff pink with a true buff fringed edge.

CAMELLIA. One of the best of the double varieties, self primrose yellow, 
well formed and evenly spaced petals, height 20 inches. Stiff erect bearing and 
of very durable texture. 
CAMERONIAN. A large flower, with very broad overlapping perianth, of 
grand texture and thick substance. The trumpet is well proportioned, rather bell 
mouthed with a nicely serrated edge. The whole flower is uniformly pure white. 
CANNES. 9 Fine pure white petals with short trumpet of clear apricot pink.

2b CARAGH. A large flower of immense substance, fine quality and great beauty. 
Pure white perianth, the major segments very broad: wide shallow crown 
sharply rimmed clear golden orange, then pale citron passing to soft sage 
green in the eye. 

“2a CARLTON. 5 Broad overlapping flat perianth, large expanded cup nicely 
frilled at brim, the whole flower is a clear soft yellow and on the large size. 

3b CARMINOWE. 12 Striking-overlapping broad flat snow white petals and a 
flat crimson eye for a cup. A striking contrast in colors. 

2b CARNALEA. 10 Large tall well posed flower having broad pure white perianth 
and shallow expanded saucer shaped white crown edged with a well defined 
band of lemon gold, thus creating a strikingly lovely luminous effect. Strong 
plant. 

ac CARNLOUGH. 6 Broad firm flat pure white perianth; on first opening the 
crown is faintest citron with a frill of soft coral-pink; in time the entire flower 
passes to purest white throughout. Very durable. Of much value as a pollen 
parent: 

3b CARNSORE. A brilliant flower, having exceptionally fine broad smooth 
pointed white perianth, slightly flushed yellow where it joins the vivid cup, 
deep red at the margin shading to a slightly green tone in the center.

2b CASABLANCA. A really splendid flower of superb quality after the style of 
Polindra, with broad round beautifully smooth pure white perianth of lovely 
texture, and a well-proportioned soft pale yellow cup, nicely serrated at mouth, 
Tall strong plant. 

*2a CAVALIERO. Deep golden yellow perianth, the fine trumpet shaped cup is 
of orange-red. A finely delicate flower. 

*2a CEYLON. 2-3 A flower of beautiful form and proportion, with broad smooth 
shovel-pointed overlapping perianth of deep intense gold that has an almost 
metallic sheen, and a goblet-shaped crown of dark clear orange-red.

A beautiful flower, bred from Cushendall X Silver Salver, with 
broad overlapping, snow-white perianth of lovely quality and fine substance, 
the almost flat crown is pure white with a bright green center. 


*4 DAPHNE. 9 A lovely pure white rounded double of beautiful proportion. 


-*2b DAVIOT. A quite distinct flower of expectional charm, grace and refine- 
ment, The clear pure white perianth, which has a hint of cool green shading 
where the petals join the crown, is of most lovely quality; the rather goblet- 
shaped crown is clear bright orange coral, shading towards primrose at the. 
rim; tall stem and good doer. 


*3b DAYTONA. A well formed fine flower; with broad, flat overlapping, pure 
white perianth and an almost flat solid brick-red crown with a well-crinkled 
edge. 

*2a DERVISH. 6 A remarkable flower showing quite a new color break; the 
perianth opens rich apricot buff while the cup is deep brick red. 


*2b DICK WELLBAND. 10 White not quite overlapping perianth, cup of deepest 
orange-red and of remarkable quality. 


*3a DINKIE. 9 A most distinct flower of medium size, broad flat overlapping 
rounded, greenish yellow perianth of good quality and very smcoth texture, 
the cup is a deeper shade of yellow with a sharply defined deep red frilled 
eye. Fine tall plant. 


*2a DIOLITE. 3 A very large flower of beautiful form, balance and quality; great 
wide spread, flat soft, clear yellow perianth of fine substance and smooth 
texture medium sized, clear yellow crown, edged with a band of bright orange- 
red; flower well posed on a strong stem.

Shallow extended crown vivid orange red. Free increaser and fine flowering. 

*2c DUNSEVERICK. 7 Magnificent flower of great size and immense substance, 
very broadly overlapping, pure white perianth and bold expanded flute slightly 
flanged crown, ivory passing to white; flower short necked and well posed on 
very strong stems. 

*3a E. G. BUXTON. 6 Round and well overlapping yellow perianth, flat all orange 
cup. 

2b E, H. WILSON. 9 A gorgeous Giant Leedsii. Pure white pointed petals. Beauti- 
ful wide open creamy trumpet. A real show winner. 

*8 EARLY PERFECTION. White perianth, light cup. 

*lb EFFECTIVE. 6 Brilliantly contrasted bicolor, well set up flower of good 
substance with white perianth and brilliant intense golden trumpet; a slight 
halo of clear yellow shows in the perianth just where it joins the trumpet. 

_ Show flower. Imposing. | 

*la ELGIN. 5 An ipmosing flower, magnificent size deep rich yellow and of great 
substance having very broad, smooth overlapping rather pointed perianth. 
The trumpet is splendidly flanged and serrated. 
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*3b ELLY NEY. 7 Remarkable fiower of distinct and perfect design. Pure white 
overlapping perianth. Cup of deep lemon yellow and picoted edge of deep red. 


2c EVENING. 8 Very beautiful pure white flower of perfect show form; the 
smooth broad rather pointed perianth reflexes slightly giving the flower 
distinct and attractive character. The well balanced crown is not too large. 
Sturdy plant of medium height. 

3b FAIRY TALE. A charming, lovely and very refined flower of moderate size.

9 A magnificent flower, most striking and of great size and fine 
quality, very large and pure white perianth of great substance and well 
proportioned beautifully frilled bowl shaped crown, bright orange-red at the 
mouth shading to gold in the base. Very vigorous plant.

za FIREPROOF. 3 A neat medium sized early flower with bright gold perianth 
and vivid solid orange red cup and appears to be absolutely sunproof. As it is 
free of bloom and increase and has a good stem it should ultimately prove a 
fine market and garden variety. 


*3b FIRETAIL. 9 Broad pointed petals of creamy white, largish flat scarlet cup. 


*2b FLAMENCO. 7 A large flower with very round flat, overlapping creamy white 
perianth, and a large widely expanded deep Seville orange crown. This retains 
it’s bright color and is regarded as one of the most “sunproof” red and white 
daficdils in existence. Very strong, tall robust plant. 


2a FLAMING SUN. Large perianth of fine clear yellow widely expanded golden 
crown with a striking band of orange. A magnificent flower of grand quality. 


*2b FLORA’S FAVORITE. 8 Massive silvery white perianth, broad pale cream 
cup with a beautiful waved rim. Very large. 


3c FOGGY DEW. 8 A most beautiful large small-crowned flower half sister to 

_ Chinese White. Very broad rounded much overlapping, large pure white per- 
ianth of fine substance and quality smallish frilled white crown having a 
deep sage green center. 


*2b FOLLY. 10 Very distinct flower with pure white perianth, very broad and 
overlapping at the base and slightly pointed at the tips. Segments are slightly 
recurved, which gives the flower a graceful appearance. Large expanded cup is 
solid bright red, splendid for garden and exhibition. 


*Ib FORESIGHT. 1 A flower of absolutely first-class form and good quality with 
very broad fiat erect, milk-white perianth and perfectly proportioned neatly 
flanged golden trumpet; the stem is just a trifle on the short side but as it is 
an absolutely first early flower and a splendid forcer it will in time be of value 
for market. It is usually the first thing to open. Vigorous and very free-flowering. 


*2a FORTUNE. 4 Grand flat overlapping perianth of clear gold, large long bold 
cup of coppery red-orange. Tall and very early. 
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2b FOYLE. 7 Very large flower of beautiful smooth texture and quality. Large 
pointed broad flat pure white perianth up to 5” in diameter; the large 
crown is faint creamy primrose, flushed and suffused with faint rose-pink. 
*2b FRANCHOT TONE. 11 Large pure white petals. Flat yellow cup with broad 
. frili of deep orange. 


*3c FRIGID. 14 Probably the whitest thing yet seen; the most wonderful and 
lovely end of the season flower blooming along with the last of the poets: 
perianth up to 4” in diameter, composed of beautiful broad segments, smallish, 
fluted, almost flat crown, except for a most lovely vivid emerald eye, a very 
cold looking flower. . 

2c FROZEN. 4 A lovely pure white flower of first class character. Short necked 
and well posed on a strong stem.

3 A glorious tall strong stemmed intense self yellow, bordering 
on Ajax proportions; broad flat smooth perianth; well flanged trumpet crown. 
Splendid size, build, proportion, statute and colour, should make a magnificent 
garden plant when cheaper. It is a grand show flower. 

6a GARDEN PRINCESS. 2 Self coloured dark golden yellow, very early forcer. 

2a GARLAND. 4 A fine large flower with exceptionally broad soft yellow perianth 
of smooth waxen texture, the three outer segments are broader than their 
length and overlap each other. The crown is large and very shallow of dark 
rich orange red shading to gold in the center. 

*la GARRON. 7 Great long pointed and slightly waved perianth of smoothest 
velvety texture and thick substance, trumpet nicely serrated; color beautiful 
deep clear primrose. Enormously vigorous, a grand garden plant. 

*8 GERANIUM. 10 A poetaz hybrid of great beauty, bearing on strong stems, 
heads of four to six flowers with broad pure white petals of solid substance 
and a bright orange scarlet cup, a very effetcive late flowering variety. Much 
recommended for the border, sturdy grower, fine for pots and for forcing from 
middle of February. 

*2b GERTIE MILLAR. 8 Very large flower with pure white perianth and a beauti- 
fully proportioned pale primrose cup deeply fluted and frilled. Unusually long- 
pistil and anthers. 

2a GIBRALTAR. 4 A Carbineer seedling of even more geometrical symmetry 
than its parent. Flat rich yellow perianth of immense breadth, and a well 
proportioned orange red cup; a flower of extraordinary substance and durability. 


*2c GLENBUSH. 3 One of the best white Trumpets yet produced. A pure white 
flower of the greatest refinement and smoothest texture. Flower of beautiful 
perfectly proportioned form, the broad segments standing well out from the 
sormewhat slender evenly flangd trumpet, good tall stem. 


*2c GLENDALOUGH. A snowy white flower of largest size, beautiful form and 
smooth texture. Immense, very broad rather pointed perianth and slightly 
expanded trumpet crown, slightly whiter than the perianth, with a lovely 
green shading in the base, tall plant, of great vigor. 

lb GLENGARIFF. 8 A most distinct large flower, with broad smooth white 
perianth of very good form and substance, rather pointed at the tips, and a 
beautifully formed primrose trumpet, with a cream or white brim to its wide 
flange. Quite a unique flower. 

3b GLENVAR. 8 A flower of very nice quality with a beautifully smooth pure 
white perianth slightly incurved at the edges just enough to give it a most 
attractive appearance. The crinkled nearly flat eye is intense, deep red; stands 
the sun well and is an exceptionally durable flower when cut. 


*8 GLORIOUS. 9 Flat round pure white perianth, lovely orange red cup. 
Recommended. 


*la GODOLPHIN. 2 Large pale yellow trumpet which has won many awards 
Very large. 
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*la GOLDCOURT. A neat and perfectly formed Ajax of great cbse) fine 
and beautifully smooth texture, bred from Crocus and Cromarty; fiat, smooth 
and overlapping pointed segments and well balanced, not over-wide trumpet. 
The whole flower is pure Maximus pee throughout. Best flower in the London 
Show in 1944. 


*6a GOLDEN LACQUER. Golden yellow hybrid. 


*tb GOLDEN PERFECTION. 9 Wide overlapping petals forming a perfect per- 
ianth of deep citron-yellow. Perfectly proportioned cup of deep gold. Tall strong 
grower, usually with two flowers per stem. 


*la GOLDEN RIOT. 4 Large flower with wide spread flat golden perianth, standing 
at right angles to the nicely serrated, not too wide trumpet. Exceptionally free 
flowering, making a great display and very vigorous with sturdy, short necked 
stems. 


*4a GOLDEN SCEPTER. A medium sized perfectly built flower of deep jonquil- 
yellow, 3 inches or more in diameter. The whole flower as with others in this 
class, is of the greatest substance, keeping in perfect condition exceptionally 
long both in the garden and when cut. 


*2a GOLDEN TORCH. 4 A truly magnificent very large early rich golden flower 
of grand quality, perfect form and proportion; short necked and perfectly 
posed on a tall strong stem. Broad, smooth, flat clear, rich gold perianth, 
standing at right angles to the well balanced frilled flanged crown of slightly 
deeper and more intense gold. Vigorous, free of bloom and increase, wonderful 
forcer.

Long wide spread silken smooth clear lemon segments and clear orange- 
scarlet cup, tall, might well be described as a red cupped St. Egwin. 


*3b GOVERT FLINCK. 9 Pure white perianth, the deep scarlet cup is nicely 
frilled. A large striking flower. 


*3b GOVILEY. 9 Snow white perianth, yellow cup rimmed glowing red. 


“la GRAPEFRUIT. Flat and well overlapping perianth; the smooth trumpet 
is well proportioned and slightly expanded. This lovely flower is pale lemon- 
yellow throughout but when flower ages the trumpet becomes slightly tinged 
with palest apricot.

*2b GREEN ISLAND. 8 Best flower in the London Show 1940 and 1946. Heads 
the Daffodil Year Book list 1946, 1947, 1948, 1949, 1950 as the best 2b exhibition 
flower.

6 A lovely flower of unique colouring, being clear shining 
cool greenish-lemon yellow, most intense at the outer edge of the beautifully 
flanged and serrated trumpet. A very decorative flower, vigorous and free 
blooming. 


*2b HYMETTUS. 11 Very handsome flowers, pure white. Cup heavily frilled. 
Very late. 


*2a INDIAN SUMMER. 8 Broad circular very smooth perianth of great substance 
and deepest clear intense golden yellow, well proportioned rather shallow cup

A new and exquisite variety of superb quality, substance and 
texture. Very broad well overlapping pure white perianth with large, neatly 
flanged trumpet shaped cup with a pleasing soft creamy band, an outstanding 
variety as a show flower and for the garden. 


*le KANCHENJUNGA. 5 It is an immense bloom with the biggest and broadest 
perianth segments seen, forming an almost perfect circle and magnificent 
widely flanged and serrated trumpet, perianth pure white, trumpet palest lemon 
passing to white. Huge flower. 


*2c KIBO. 8 A very large and immensely tall flower of distinct character bred 
from Gracious x Broughshane. Large wide spreading perianth. The large wide 
medium length crown is also pure white, and has a very broadly flanged deeply 
serrated brim.

Tall vigorous grower with handsome 
bluish foliage. No drooping about this variety either. A variety and colour which 
we are certain will be greatly appreciated. 

*la LORD WELLINGTON. 9 A magnificent deep golden yellow trumpet daffodil 
with broad petals and large trumpet carried on a tall stiff stem. 


*3b LOUGH AREEMA. Most charming and dainty little fairy-like flower of 
jewleied loveliness. Slightly reflexing and waved clearest pure white perianth, 
small shallow crown of cool viridian green, shading paler towards the rim, 
which is sharply edged by a narrow band of vivid salmon orange.

The 
whole flower is purest ice-white throughout, with a lovely sea-green base to 
the trumpet. A plant with a splendid constitution. 


*la MAGNIFICENCE. 3 A handsome deep yellow trumpet which is early and 
free flowering. Excellent forcing variety. Five times a prize winner. 


*3b MAHMOUD. 10 A show flower of the very highest quality, having very broad, 
waxy, smooth snow white petals of splendid substance, almost flat crown of 
bright ruby-red. 
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2b MAKKEDA. 9 Broad pale yellow perianth. A huge and graceful crown, deep 
orange throughout. Strong and very free flowering. Quite showy~ garden 
variety. 

2b MANCO. Ivory white perianth, large frilled crown of a brilliant reddish orange 
color. The stem is tall and strong. It is free flowering and of vigorous growth.

*Ib MASTER FLORIS. Fine bicolor with pure white perianth and large lemon- 
yellow trumpet, beautiful shape. 

*la MILANION. 3 A large flower of very clear self golden yellow; its form and 
proportion are as near perfection of balance and beauty as anything I have yet 
seen. Large broad rather pointed smooth perianth spreading out at right angles 
to the not too wide, but most beautifully flanged trumpet: the quality of its fine 
firm texture is exquisite; the flowers are short-necked and carried cn tall stems.

An exquisite flower, 
having pure white perianth and large eye with grey white center with the outer 
half a halo of soft pale salmon. 

*2b MONACO. 3 A show flower of the highest class, with beautifully smooth 
rather pointed pure white perianth and a large expanded crown of deep 
glowing apricot. Tall vigorous plant. 


3c MOONDANCE. 9 Beautiful flower; broad circular pure white perianth of fine 
substance and smoothest quality; well proportioned shallow white crown. Good 
stem, vigorous and free and earlier than most of this class.

A wonderfully 
striking contrast in colour. Fine tall plant. | 


PEARL HARBOR. 9 Although there are many fine whites on the market, we 
feel this quite distinctive from all others that we have seen. While bold and 
showy, it is never the less possessed of refinement and beauty. The large white 
perianth (4%” to 5”) is broad and flat and of much substance; the flaring 
frilled trumpet of ivory is long and imposing but not out of proportion. The 
strong stems display the flower to good advantage. Opens when most other 
trumpet varieties are passed. An especially good garden flower. From Corinth, 
Kanchanjunga. Late mid-season, 20”. 

PEARLY QUEEN. 9 Star shaped creamy white perianth with a clear lemon- 
yellow cup. All suffused with a distinct pearly sheen. A strong grower and free 
bloomer. Lovely flower. 
PEEPING TOM. 4 Deep yellow throughout. The largest of the Cyclamineus 
Hybrids. Very graceful. A treasure in the garden. Very long, narrow trumpet. 


PEERLESS GOLD. Brilliant golden flower throughout, of good size and 
beauty. The perianth is of perfect form and substance as is the trumpet. Tall 
and vigorous growth. The flower does not droop as is the case of many of 
this variety. 


PENQUITE. 6 One of the most remarkable flowers yet produced. Deep clear 
yellow perianth of immense breadth and substance; expanded, rather shallow, 
dark coppery orange-red cup. 


PHEASANT’S EYE. Perianth white with refiexing eye margined deep orange 
red. Late flowering. One of the lovely old fashioned daffodils found in old 
gardens. 


PIGEON. 5 This is a distinct smallish self white flower of marble-like texture, 
absolutely model form and faultlessly perfect quality; very broad smooth flat 
even perianth and well balanced medium length crown, short neck and stiff 
stem. A connoisseur’s flower. 


PINK BEAUTY. 7 White perianth of good form opening apricot-yellow, with 
a somewhat darker edge, later becoming salmon pink. Extremely delicate and 
exquisite. 


PINK FANCY. 10 White perianth, well formed with a pale apricot trumpet, 
broadly fringed soft pink. The most free flowering of all Daffodils. 


PINK GLORY. 9 The orchid among the Narcissi. Pure white perianth, with 
an exquisite long trumpet opening light Indian yellow soon turning to a lovely 
pink, inside deep pinkish apricot remaining so till the end. 


PINK RIM. 9 Stiff pure white perianth and good form, the cup is a pale 
citron-yellow with a very distinct light picotee pink rim. This variety draws 
attention wherever shown, as it is quite distinct from all others. Tall strong 
stem. 


PINK SELECT. 9 Pure white perianth. Opening pale yellow, soon turning 
to a lovely pink with apricot shading but mostly pink when fully developed. 
The trumpet is nearly 2” long and 2” wide. Excellent stem. 


POLAR ICE. Pure white perianth with neatly white fringed crown, very 
attractive novelty. 


POLAR SEA. 5 Beautiful firm smooth textured flat crowned star staped flower 
of purest snow white throughout, except for a touch of emerald in the center 
of the eye, good doers. 
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*2b POLINDRA. The perianth is very broad and flat, pure white, of exceptional 
substance; the large clear yellow crown is beautifully proportioned and slightly 
serrated at motuh. A magnificent plant, growing well over 2 feet high. 

*3b POMONA. 8 Medium sized fiower. Pure white perianth with sulphur yellow 
cup margined red. Splendidly proportioned flower of good show quality. 

3b PORTLIGHT. 6 A medium sized flower with rounded clear white perianth 
and vivid red cup. Perianth opens pure white. Vigorous grower. 


3c PORTRUSH. 10 A lovely late-flowering variety, broad, flat, pure white per- 
ianth of great substance and almost flat, white crown with deep green eye.

ROSARIO. 2 The finest of Mr. Radcliff’s famous pink crowned flowers. Has 
won many championships at Antipodean shows, a most charming flower of 
nearly trumpet measurements, broad smooth pure white perianth. The crown 
is gracefully flanged and frilled, of pale soft primrose, flushed and overlaid 
throughout with delicious rosy shell pink; in.good season it comes almost 
entirely pink. Sturdy plant, extremely scarce. 

ROSEANNA. 8 The name of this flower was suggested by a visitor who 
described it as a perfect dressing table flower. A smallish dainty flower with 
pure white perianth and soft apricot pink rose crown.

Medium sized well over-lapping lemon yellow perianth, deep 
orange red bowl shaped crown, frilled at brim. One of the best incomparables 
of late. 


ROSTOV. A very fine large flower of purest white throughout, with broad 
rounded flat perianth; the cup is large, almost a trumpet, nicely flanged and 
serrated at mouth. Slemish. 


ROSY SUNRISE. 11 “The Queen of the New Pink Novelties.” Pure white 
perianth of good substance, with a lovely and large, strongly fringed trumpet 
of pure salmon-apricot with distinct rose-pink shading. The inside of the 
trumpet turns to a soft Indian yellow when fully developed. The color of this 
variety is rather difficult to describe. Free flowering.

ROYAL SEAL. 8 A most lovely and decorative flower. Absolutely pure white 
perianth, is wonderful contrast to the vivid sealing way red shallow crown. Not 
a show flower but when exhibited in non-competitive groups is much admired. 


RUSSET. 10 Immense, tall, strong growing small crowned flower, having 
completely overlapping very smooth primrose perianth of leathery thickness 
and very dark rich red eye. ) 


RUSTOM PASHA. 6 Splendidly coloured flower, having wide spread pointed 
clear gold perianth cup opens deep orange and developes a deep tangerine 
red which is quite sunproof. Tall very strong stem and good grower. One of 
the very best yellow-red varieties for growing in pots up to date, as it has the 
most durable quality and comes with splendid colour. A first class garden variety. 


*2a ST. EGWIN. The perianth segments are broad and overlapping, slightly 


spoon-shaped, of the most perfect smooth texture and wonderful substance, 
the cup is short and beautifully proportioned. The whole flower is uniform 
clear soft yellow; very strong grower. . 
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2c ST. BRENDAN. 7 Enormous white flower of fine form, bred from Niphetos 
by Kanchenjunga, like a great lily with its immense broad. white perianth 
and gracefully friilled bell-mouthed crown, Strong plant with good stem and 
foliage. 

lc ST. BRIDE. 6 One of the most perfect and lovely white trumpets up to date 
Exquisite quality and smoothness. 


*3b ST. LOUIS. This lovely flower, winner of many prizes, has a pure white 
smooth perianth and a flat deep yellow crown edged with red. 

*2b SALMON TROUT. 6 This remarkable and beautiful flower is universally 
acknowledged to be the best PINK that has been seen to date. A faultless 
flower measuring 4%” across; pure white pointed perianth, beautiful smooth 
texture. The large cup is distinct soft salmon pink; beautifully flanged and 
rolled at the mouth. Like almost all pinks it requires 2 or 3 days to develop 
its proper colour, as on first opening there is a very distinct yellow tone in 
the cup.

*3a SERAGLIO. Broad rounded pale primrose perianth, large bright yellow flat 
crown, deeply margined orange-red, height 18”, a splendid free-flowering variety. 


2a SHANGHAI. 2 An immense flower measuring over 5” across with very broad 
overlapping perianth of great substance and quality and a large cup beautifully 
frilled at the mouth. The whole flower is uniform soft lemon yellow. 
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SHANNON. 7 A really lovely flower, of very highest show quality; the per- 
ianth is beautifully smooth, flat and of splendid substance. The trumpet or 
crown is nicely flanged and serrated at the mouth. 


SHIRLEY TEMPLE. 10 Pure white. Handsome double. Fine texture and last- 
ing quality. Fragrant. 

SHIRLEY WYNESS. Well formed white perianth and light lemon yellow 
crown with a heavily frilled border which turns pink in a few days after 
opening. The stems are tall and stiff, the plant is very free flowering. 


SHOT SILK. 9 Beautiful Triandrus. Three blooms to a stem. A creamy white 
flower throughout. The petals are slightly star shaped and the cup long and 
narrow. A most graceful little flower and will appeal to lovers of the smaller 
type. 

SIAM. 10 Very white petals. Fine trumpet of real pink. Beautiful flower. 


SIDELIGHT. 5 Smooth circular flower of solid substance and leathery texture; 
pure white perianth and solid rich red eye: sturdy plant and strong stem. 


SILVER BUGLE. Giant leedsii, a flower of fine bearing, pure white over- 
lapping perianth and large creamy white crown densely frilled at the mouth. 
Height 20”. A good garden flower. 


SILVER CHIMES. 9 A delightful late blooming Triandrus Hybrid. Eight to 16 
blooms per stem. White petals with white cup. Excellent for pots. Very fra- 
grant. Recommended. 


SILVER SALVER. 11 Purest snow white perianth. Perfectly formed over- 
lapping perianth. The cup is flat and glistening white with a center of clear 
emerald green. A good grower. An exquisite and refined flower. 


SILVERMINE. 11 A very charming small flower with flat pure white perianth 
and a perfectly flat white eye with a tinge of green in the center. 


SINCERITY. 7 One of the most perfect show flowers yet seen. Faultlessly 
regular and beautiful in form and finish, having broad flat clean cut pointed 
white perianth of flawless smoothness and clear lemon trumpet with a most 
beautifully rolled-back brim; the flower is of exquisitely fine texture and 
quality throughout. 


SKY ROCKET. Cream white perianth, large tangerine yellow crown which 
is somewhat fringed. Free flowering and strong. Recommended. 


SILVERERUE. A lovely white Ajax of beautiful quality and waxy substance, 
with perfectly smooth broad flat perianth, slightly pointed at the tips, and a 
long, rather narrow trumpet, nicely rolled back at mouth. 


SLINGO. 4 An almost exact replica of that magnificent flower Galway, but 
flowering approximately three weeks later, which gives it special value as a 
show flower opening as it does when most flowers of this type are over. Will 
make a fine garden flower in the future. 


SPELLBINDER. 3 A large flower of the most beautiful and entirely distinct 
clear luminous greeny sulphur-lemon. When fully developed the inside of the 
trumpet retains its color and the serrated brim is tipped with sparkling lemon, 
hence the flower becomes a reversed bi-color. Most attractive color break. 


SPITZBERGEN. 8 A magnificent flower of majestic proportions and carriage 
with immensely broad, rounded overlapping, ivory-white perianth of great 
substance, the large bold trumpet is nicely flanged and well rolled back at 
the brim; this opens primrose and gradually whitens with age, taking a con- 
siderable time to develop fully. Tall strong stem with broad foliage. 


SPRING GLORY. It has a pure white perianth with a deep golden yellow 
trumpet which is artistically recurved at the mouth; the large fragrant flowers 
are produced early in an unusual abundance and are of a splendid substance, 
outstanding qualities. 


SPRY. A neat moderate sized flower. Smart appearance, high quality, great 
substance and brilliant color. The flat perianth is clear yellow and the neat 
goblet shaped cup is intense almost blood red. 


STOUT LAD. 4 Late flowering most pleasing deep self primrose yellow; broad 
perianth, well proportioned crown; exceptionally durable, stout, smooth texture 
of beautiful quality; short necked and well posed on a strong stem; good doer. 
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le STRESA. 8 White trumpet beautifully frilled. Fine flower on a tall erect 
stem. Very free blooming. Good forcer. 


la STRONGHOLD. 3 A grand giant golden trumpet of splendid form and 
substance, sturdy habit and vigorous constitution; a striking show flower and 
first class garden plant, as the short, necked flowers are held well up on the 
very strong stems. It makes a grand pot plant as it will stand without supports. 


Za SUDAN. 8 A filower of perfect form and balance and quality having a beauti- 
fully smooth perianth of absolutely clean, deep, rather greenish lemon-yellow, 
while the nicely proportioned cup is clear ruby red, which does not in the 
slightest degree run into or stain the perianth. 

*2a SUN CHARIOT. 5 A large and very striking flower measuring over 414” across. 
The broad flat rather pointed perianth is deep golden yellow, and the well 
proportioned goblet shaped cup is solid glowing orange red. This flower has 
agp ae lasting qualities. Has been kept a fully open bloom in the garden

*2b SUNNY BROOK. Perianth creamy-white heavily frilled and fringed orange 
crown. One of the finest John Evelyn Seedlings. 

“4 SWANSDOWN. 12 This beautiful double is entirely different from any other 
large milk white flower of fine substance with very broad circular overlapping 
outer segments and a double center of white feathery looking petals. It is 
carried on a stiff stem. Excellent value. 

le TAIN. 8 Bred from Beersheba by a flower whose pollen parent was also Beer- 
sheba. A bold flower of great substance, quality and fine symmetry, with broad 
flat clean-cut perianth standing at right angles to the bold trumpet. Uniform 
pure white throughout, opens without a trace of color; a most telling show 
flower; vigorous plant with strong deep blue-green foliage. 

*2b TAMINO. A real exhibition flower of perfect modeling and quality, board 
firm. smooth, deep rich yellow perianth and egw fluted crown of dark 
solid brilliant red. 

2a TEHERAN. A very striking flower of brilliant colouring. The broad much 
overlapping round perianth is of deepest golden yellow and of great substance, 
and the large almost flat saucer shaped crown is intense deep vivid red. 
slightly frilled at edge. 

*2c TEMPLEMORE. 4 A fine large flower, with broad rounded overlapping per- 
ianth of much substance, and a large wide-mouthed cup with a slightly frilled 
edge.

3b TINSEL. 6 Broad smooth pure white satin perianth and shallow white crown 
edged with a rim of bright gold. Poo ng: like a sparkling Christmas tree 
trimming.

The broad white perianth segments are shovel shaped and pointed 
at the tips. The large trumpet shaped crown is bright lemon-yellow, beauti- 
fully frilled at the brim. Fine tall plant, strong stem. 


TRENOON. A very fine dark self gold large-cupped 2a of similar type to 
Crocus, but better. Of deepest Maximus gold and great substance, with broad 
perianth and neatly flanged trumpet crown well posed on tall, strong stem.

Broad smooth 
pure white perianth and well proportioned straight neatly flanged trumpet 
which opens soft yellow and passes gradually to a soft rosy cream. The very 
large flowers are exceptionally durable, and long lasting. Tall strong stem.

TRYST. 4 It has a very broad white perianth of marvelous substance and 
thick ivory satin texture, smallish faint primrose cup; short necked on a strong 
stiff stem.

WALT DISNEY. 6 One of the loveliest and most attractive new Incompara- 
bilis The deep yellow perianth is smooth and much overlapping. Large trumpet 
cup, deep yellow with orange-red rim. Easy forcer. 

WANDA. Dark golden yellow, good novelty. 

WATERVILLE. A fine flower, after the style Green Island with broad, fiat, 
rounded pure white perianth of splendid waxy substance, and a large saucer- 
shaped crown, almost white with a faint tinge of green, more pronounced at 
the center and at the edge. 

WILD ROSE. 6 A most attractive and striking flower and a_real advance 
in pink colouring as the cup is a definite solid rosy pink to the base; the 
petals are a rather transparent white. Not a large flower, but of quite good 
form and balance. A good doer and increaser. 

WODAN. 8 Large canary-yellow perianth with very large, flaring crown of 
the same colour, beautifully frilled and ruffled. The edge of the ruffle is tinted 
light orange which gives a fine character to the flower. It is a very rugged 
variety which multiplies rapidly and blooms very freely. A superb daffodil 
for the garden as well as for cutting. 

ZARAH LEANDER. Canary-yellow perianth, fine crinkled and frilled cup of 
golden yellow, orange frilled at the edge with delicate touches of yellow. Very 
good. 

ZERO. 9 A glorious flower. Up to 5%” in diameter. Very large broad spread- 
ing perianth. The beautiful vase-shaped crown has a slightly expanding bell 
mouth. Purest icy white throughout, with lovely deep green perianth tube. Tall 
strong stem and short neck.

-JUNCIFOLIUS. Several tiny flowers very sweetly scented. Yellow. One of

JUNCIFOLIUS RUPICOLA. Like the type but flowers solitary and cup flat. 
A perfect gem, 3”. Tarragona and Central Portugal. 


KEHELLAND. A soft yellow. Very prolific double, with a very stiff stem. 
Parentage unknown, 6” to 8”. 


. KENELLIS. 2-16 White perianth and pale yellow cup sends up secondary 


flowers this making it one of the first and also the last to bloom. A remarkable 
little flower. The perianth very reflexed giving a rabbit eared effect. Bulboco- 
dium hybrid. 


LA BELLE. 16 Each stem bears two to three flowers with deep yellow perianth 


and orange-red cup. . 


LADY BEE. 1@ White perianth and rather long, narrow pink cup. 


LEMON HEART. Up to four flowers with rather long cream white cup and 
white perianth. A very good doer and increases rapidly, 9”. 
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LINTIE. Each stem bears from 1 to 4 largish flowers with butter yellow 
perianths and flat orange-red cup, 7” to 8”. 


LITTLE PRINCE. 12 Like La Belle, but dwarfer and even later in flowering, 
he : 


LITTLE WITCH. Smallish self-yellow flowers. Very stiff habit and very 
durable, 9”. 


MINIMUS. The tiniest of all trumpet daffodils. Blooming out of doors in 
February. Dainty little flower of elegant form, rich full yellow. Height, 3”. 
It likes peaty soil and may be naturalized in rockeries and grass. NO MANURE. 
Planted in pot in shade. 


MUSTARD SEED. Dainty very pale yellow flower, cup slightly deeper shade 
Petals hugging close to cup. Short stem. Good for rock gardens. 


NANUS LOBULARIUS. Yellow trumpet, pale yellow perianth. Increases very 
rapidly, 5”. 


ORANGE QUEEN. One of the richest true orange daffodils yet introduced 
One to three flowers per stem. Stocks are limited. Indespensible for rock gardens. 


PEPPER. Exceptionally deep colouring. Bright yellow perianth and deep 
glowing orange crown. The colour from the crown somewhat suffuses the 
perianth with a coppery glow. Very free blooming. Height, 16”. 


PERCONGER. 2 Much like March Sunshine. Early and extremely free-fiower- 
ing, 12”. 


PULCHELLUS. Primrose perianth, creamy white cup. For rock gardens, dwarf. 


QUEEN ANNE. Rich yellow graceful double fragrant flowers, very attractive 
tiny doubles. 


QUEEN OF SPAIN. Delightfully dainty flower. Tiny soft yellow trumpet and 
perianth. 


RAINDROP. Exquisite little flower. Pure white. Height, 4”. Very tiny cup 
and the petals are very reflexed. Giving a rabbit-eared effect. Exceptionally 
charming. Scarce. 


*5>b RIPPLING WATERS. 10 A fine chalice cupped hybrid with three creamy 
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white flowers per stem. Height, 19”. A lovely garden flower. Blooms mid-April. 


RIP VAN WINKLE. A pretty double from Ireland. Narrow pointed twisted petals, 
light yellow shading to deep yellow towards the center. Sometimes a slight 
tinge of green. Height, 6”. 


ROCKERY WHITE. A white seedling from Nanus. Very prolific. 


SIDHE. Sulphur yellow self colour Several small cupped flowers per stem. 
Perianth very reflexed. Height 15”. 


SNOWFLAKE. One to three pure white flowers per stem, very rapid of 
increase. Height, 10”. ) 


SWEETNESS. A charming self yellow jonquil. Sweetly scented as its name 
implies. 

TENUIOR. Slender straw coloured daffodil or silver jonquil. A very elegant 
flower having 2 to 3 fragrant flowers per stem, perianth cream cup sulphur 
yellow, height 5”. 


WATIERI. Resembles Junc. Rupicola in form and size but is pure white. 
North Africa and Atlas Mountains, 3”, 


W. P. MILNER. Extremely free flowering and charming daffodil beautiful for 
edgings, the rock gardens and in pots. In the latter case, the flower is pure 
white, in the garden it is a cream colour. Very charming. Height, 11”. Recom- 


mended for rock gardens.
